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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 28 and 30-33 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In regard to claim 28 , it is unclear which component the word "therearound" is referring 
to, the connection regions or the connector. 

In regard to claim 30, is the second tubular member part of the second connection 
member? 

Claims 32-33, It is unclear how the second tubular can be disposed both on the inside and 
the outside of the connection members. If a different embodiment is being claimed it must be 
shown in the drawings, as well as have a basis in the original specification or claims so that it 
will not be considered new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lohbeck. 

In regard to claim 27, Lohbeck discloses an expandable connection between two slotted 
tubulars (2, 3), the connection formed by co-joining the ends (via 1) of the tubulars to form a 
connection region having non-overlapping slots (the connection region occurs along a vertical 
region encompassing the bore holes 5 as seen in fig. 1, where no over lapping of slots occurs). 

In regard to claim 28, further including a connector portion 1 for receiving the tubular 
ends 2, 3 to provide two connections regions, one at each end of the connector having non- 
overlapping slots (left and right sides of 1). 

5. Claims 29-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by PCT 96/37,681. 
In regard to claim 29, PCT 96/37,681 discloses an expandable connection for well bore 

tubulars comprising: a first tubular 22 having a first connection member 32 on a first end thereof; 

a second tubular 24 having a second connection member 33 on a second end thereof; 
the first and second connection members being inter-engageable; and 

a substantially cylindrical member 28 disposed adjacent the inter-engaged first and 
second connection members. 

In regard to claim 30, PCT 96/37,681 discloses an expandable tubular 22 having a first 
end, the first end having a first connection member 32; 

a second connection member 33, the first and second connection members being inter- 
engageable along a first substantially cylindrical surface (36 or 39); and 

a second tubular member (28 or the outer most surface of 22) adjacent a portion of the 
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inter-engaged first and second connection members along a second substantially cylindrical 
surface. 

In regard to claim 31, at least one of the cylindrical surfaces 28 is a threaded surface. 

In regard to claim 32, the second tubular member (outer most surface of 22) is disposed 
outwardly of the connection members. 

In regard to claim 33, the second tubular member 28 is disposed inwardly of the 
connection members 32, 33. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 27-33 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
